Claim 38 (Previously amended): The method of Claim 25, wherein the guided practice activity 
is designed to improve a woman's reaction to a specific workplace encounter. 

Claim 39 (Original): The method of Claim 25 7 wherein the guided practice activity is designed 
to improve the response of the individual to health related issues. 
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Claim 40 (Original): The method of Claim 39 5 wherein the health related issues include 
controlling the weight of the individual. 

Claim 41 (Original): The method of Claim 39, wherein the health related issues include 
addiction.
